4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a method including, inter alia, 
puncturing stomach tissue from within the stomach with a piercing member, and pulling 
the piercing member into a pair of coacting jaws or a plurality of members to pull the 
punctured tissue into the pair of coacting jaws or the plurality of members, where the 
method includes piercing the stomach tissue with at least one of the jaws, or where the 
method includes moving at least one of the plurality of members to place exterior 
surface regions of the stomach in apposition. Also, none of the prior art of record, alone 
or in combination, discloses a method of treatment including, inter alia, piercing 
stomach tissue with a coil from within the stomach, pulling the coil to reposition the 
pierced stomach tissue, engaging the pierced stomach tissue with at least one of a 
plurality of members, and moving the plurality of members to place exterior regions of 
the stomach in apposition.
